His age is probably the 
most astonishing feature of his ven­ 
ture, since the walk from New York 
to the Pacific coast in the tim e in 
which Mr. Weston promises to do it 
is one to tax severely the powers of a 
man half his age. He expects to cover 
the route, more than 4,000 miles long, 
in IOO days, excluding Sundays. It is 
a m atter of principle with Mr. W es­ 
ton never to walk on Sunday. He de­ 
votes the day to rest and to deliver­ 
ing temperance lectures.

penses of his trips are paid from the 
proceeds of the lectures.

Weston 
first 
attracted

world’s attention as a pedestrian in 
1867, when he walked from Portland, 
MC., to Chicago in twenty-six days.

On his present trip Mr. W eston will 
.be accompanied by journalists from 
various cities and an attendant and 
his manager. 
“This is probably the first and only 
attem pt ever made to cross America 
under surveillance during tho entire 
trip,” said Mr. Weston, in talking of 
his venture, “and I intend to create a 
record for younger men to aim at in 
future years. 
“I believe that I shall make this 
trip lit ayen 
beter timg than the 


schedule. In preparation for the event 
I have been walking twenty-five to 
thirty miles daily for the past sev­ 
eral months.”

“ I do not intend to run tin» govern­ 
m ent by telephone, giving orders to 
heads of d e p a rtm en ts thro ug h my sec­ 
retary,** Mr. T a ft said. “ I w ant every 
man to run his departm ent in his own 
way, com ing to me only w ith the lar­ 
ger and more difficult questions.” 
Mr. T aft added, or his authorized 
spokesm en added for him, th a t every 
m em ber of the governm ent is expected 
to speak his mind openly and freely in 
cabinet councils. 
It will not be noces 
sary or politic for a cabinet officer to 
consider first w h e th e r or not his opin­ 
ions are likely t«> agree w ith those of 
th e man w ho sits a t the head of the 
table. 
T h e T a ft policy is to be one 
calculated to bring out the best th a t is 
in bis advisers w ith ou t too m uch dom ­ 
ination throu gh bis own personality 
and prestige. 
It is said upon excellent 
au tho rity th a t there are men in the 
new cabinet w ho would not have ac ­ 
cepted places if these assurances had 
been lacking, but w ho did accept upon 
the fran k statem en ts of this policy by 
the men w ho had been authorized by 
Mr. T a ft to confer w ith them . 
E very one in W ashington w ho knows 
about this plan approves of it as the 
best possible thing for the success of 
the new adm inistration, and the re 
m ark is often heard th a t it is a method 
w hich exactly suits the T a ft teuipera- 
rnent.

them to live there if they are not to

N aturally effort» are being m ade by 
some of those w ho know of this buikl- 
ing-up-mcn policy of Mr. T a ft to con­ 
strue it into a reflection upon e x -rre si­ 
dent Roosevelt.

m utating his own judgm ent. 
'I hood<>re Roosevelt has given us an 
exam ple of the other method, the one 
man rule. 
H e c«mld not have done 
otherw ise had he tried. 
The leopard 
cannot change his spots, and in this 
case an effort to do so would have re­

In 
failure. 
Mr. 
Roosevelt’s 
strong personality has dom inated the 
whole governm ent and every one in 
it to a rem arkable degree. 
T herefore 
the undoubted success of his adm inis­ 
tration is his success pure and simple 
Almost nothing outside the bore rou­ 
tine has been done by nny cnblnet offi­ 
cer w ithout previous consultation w ith 
tin» president. 
It Is true th a t th ro u g h 
his gr«Mit fam iliarity w ith all the a f­ 
fairs of governm ent and Ills abundant, 
adm inistrative energy Mr. Roosevelt 
lias m any times had Mr. Locb tele 
phone orders about this an d that t<* 
m em bers of the cabinet. 
That, suited 
th«* Roosevelt tem peram ent, but T a ft 
has served notice th a t it will not suit 
him. 
On account of the dom inating for«o- 
fulness of Mr. Roosevelt’s ch aracter 
there lias grow n up In W ashington the 
m ore or h’ss correct traditio n that cab ­ 
inet jobs are mere head clerkships. 
Among tb«> senators it is a common 
saying th a t the only place In the cnbl­ 
net a sensitive, »elf respecting man 
could a fiord to take Is the secretary ­ 
ship of state. 
For this reason there 
w as surprise w hen Mr. K nox consent­ 
ed to leave the senate to go Into the 
T a ft cnblnet since he bad left the 
Roosevelt cabinet to take a seat in 
the senate. 
It Is certain Mr. Knox

To develop strong men about him Is 
jo be a distinctive policy of President 
William n. Tuft. 
The new president 
feels th at he has chosen a cabinet of 
m usual 
Individual 
strength, 
from 
whom work of a high order may be 
sxpected. 
And he sent word to the 
men who are to sit a t his council table 
that lie wants every one of them to be 
the actual head of his departm ent, not 
afraid to take the initiative or assum e 
responsibility and to develop individu­ 
al policy nnd notion as much as he 
likes. 
W hat Mr. T aft means, though 
he doesn’t say It in those words, is 
that he w ants the mem bers of his cab­ 
inet to be som ething more than mere 
rlerks to the president. 
W hat Mr. 
Taft said, or his authorized representa­ 
tives said for him, in extending invita­ 
tions to various men to take places in 
the cabinet Is interesting and signifi­ 
cant. 
“I do not intend to run the govern­ 
ment by telephone, giving orders to 
heads of departm ents through my sec­ 
retary,” Mr. T aft said. ‘‘I w ant every 
man to run his departm ent in his own 
way, coming to me only with the lar­ 
ger and more difficult questions.” 
Mr. T aft added, or his authorized 
spokesmen added for him, th at every 
member of the governm ent is expected 
to speak his mind openly and freely iii 
cabinet councils. 
It will not be neces 
sary or politic for a cabinet officer to 
consider first w hether or not his opin­ 
ions are likely to agree with those of 
the man who sits a t the head of the 
table. 
The T aft policy is to be one 
calculated to bring out the best th at is 
in his advisers w ithout too much dom­ 
ination through his own personality 
and prestige. It Is said upon excellent 
authority th at there are men iii the 
new cabinet who w’ould not have ac­ 
cepted places if these assurances had 
been lacking, but who did accept upon 
the frank statem ents of this policy by 
the men who had been authorized by 
Mr. T aft to confer w ith them. 
Every one iii W ashington who knows 
about this plan approves of it as the 
best possible thing for the success of 
the new adm inistration, aud the re­ 
m ark is often heard th at it is a method 
which exactly suits the T aft tem pera­ 
ment. If Mr. T a ft has been noted for 
anything during his somewhat ex­ 
tensive official experience it is for his 
quality of full and free consultation 
w ith subordinates or associates. Ile is a 
patient investigator of facts and equal­ 
ly tolerant of the opinions of others as 
to 
the 
significance 
of 
facts. 
He 
realizes to the full that the great 
American governm ent has grown too 
big and too complex for w hat we may 
call one man rule over it. 
He appre­ 
ciates, too, th at men of first rate ability, 
men who have m ade successes in their 
own special lines of activity, are loath , 
to come to W ashington and work for 
the government for less than it costs 
them to live there if they are not to 
have 
the 
opportunity 
to 
develop 
strength of their own and to enjoy the 
satisfaction of proceeding to a fair ex­ 
tent with a free hand. 
Naturally efforts are bein'g made by 
some of those w’ho know of this build- 
ing-up-men policy of Mr. T aft to con­ 
strue it into a reflection upon ex-Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. 
B ut It is needless to 
say that criticism of Mr. Roosevelt is 
furthest from Mr. T aft’s thoughts. 
Ii 
has been necessary for Mr. Roosevelt 
to adm inister bis office in his way. 
Tem peram ent 
is 
everything 
w ith 
strong men and will in the end sub­ 
merge all preconceived theories or 
plans in conflict' w ith it. 
No one can 
say that Mr. Roosevelt’s method, dic­ 
tated by the Roosevelt tem peram ent, 
has been a failure. 
It has been a suc­ 
cess. But Mr. T a ft m ust follow out his 
own tem peram ent, and th at is pre­ 
cisely w hat be is planning to do. 
And 
his friends do not doubt th at it will 
prove fully as successful as the Roose­ 
velt method has been, with perhaps 
more of satisfaction to the men w ork­ 
ing w ith and under the chief executive 
and with less friction and agitation. 
The T aft nollcy Is to take the gov­ 
ernment ma hine back to the M cKin­ 
ley days rath er than to continue tho 


Roosevelt regime. 
McKinley’s mctlio^ 
w as distinctly that of building up men. 
H e built up such men as T aft him­ 
self, Root, Hay, Cortelyou and others. 
McKinley was not n great talker, but 
a good listener. 
Ile encouraged men 
not only to manage their departm ents 
fully, but to express their opinions 
freely. 
McKinley rarely expressed an 
opinion of ids own on im portant ques­ 
tions till he had draw n out the views 
of nil his counselors, nnd not a little 
of the credit he gained for his wisdom 
had its origin In this quality of gain­ 
ing the best posible light before for­ 
m ulating his own judgm ent. 
Theodore Roosevelt bas given us an 
exam ple of the other method, the one 
man nile. 
H e could not have done 
otherw ise had lie tried. 
The leopard 
cannot change his spots, nnd in this 
case an effort to do so would have re­ 
sulted 
in 
failure. 
Mr. 
Roosevelt’s 
strong personality has dominated the 
whole government nnd every one in 
It to a rem arkable degree. 
Therefore 
the undoubted success of his adm inis­ 
tration is his success pure and simple. 
Almost nothing outside the bare rou­ 
tine bas been done by any cabinet offi­ 
cer w ithout previous consultation w ith 
the president. 
It Is true th at through 
his great fam iliarity with all the a f­ 
fairs of government and his abundant 
adm inistrative energy Mr. Roosevelt 
has many tim es had Mr. Loeb tele­ 
phone orders about this and that to 
members of the cabinet. 
T hat suited 
the Roosevelt tem peram ent, but T aft 
has served notice th at it will not suit 
him. 
On account of the dom inating force­ 
fulness of Mr. Roosevelt’s character 
there has grown up in W ashington the 
more or less correct tradition that cab­ 
inet jobs are mere bead clerkships. 
Among the senators It is a common 
saying th at the only place In the cabi­ 
net a sensitive, self respecting man 
could afford to take is the secretary­ 
ship of stute. 
For this reason there 
w as surprise when Mr. Knox consent­ 
ed to leave the senate to go into the 
T aft cabinet since he had left the 
Roosevelt cabinet to take a seat In 
the senate. 
It is certain Mr. Knox 
would have decllut'd to go back to the 
j executive end of the government lf as­ 
surances as to Mr. T aft’s policy had 
to t been given him.—W alter Wellman, 
W ashington Correspondent of Chicago 
Rccord-IIcrald. 


MOVE FOR SOCIETY CAPITAL 


Mrs.. Taft Would Have Washington 
Real Pivot of American Social Life. 
Mrs. W illiam II. T aft has an am bi­ 
tion to inaugurate a movement which 
will make W ashington the social cen­ 
ter of the United States. She holds 
widely divergent views from several 
of her predecessors, especially Mrs. 
Roosevelt, who m aintained that tho 
W hite House was the private hogtie cf 
the president’s family. 
‘‘The wife of the president, while she 
has no position In the strictly official 
sense of the word,” said Mrs. Taft, 
‘‘nevertheless has obligations as the 
hostess of the nation which she can­ 
not overlook 07 shirk. T hat Is my idea, 
although it has not been that of my 
predecessors. 
‘‘New York is looked upon in foreign 
centers as 
expressing the 
best 
in 
American social life, but there are 
many delightful, cultivated hostesses— 
wives of senators, officials and others 
—who because of the beauty of W ash­ 
ington make it their home a great part 
of the year. These include people from 
all parts pf the w est, north and south, 
w ho are unknown to New York and 
whose nam es are not counted among 
the B’our H undred. New York, in fact, 
has usurped the social laurels of our 
country, and Europe has grown into 
the habit of looking upon the great 
port of entry of the A tlantic as repre­ 
senting all th a t there is in America of 
the highest social life. 
“I t seems to me th at geographically 
and logically W ashington should be the 
representative social city of the land. 
H ere are the headquarters of th e coun­ 
try ’s official and diplomatic life, and 
every 
distinguished 
visitor 
to 
our 
shores comes to W ashington for a 
time. The home life is more represent­ 
ative, too, than it is in any other city. 
No city in the entire country is more 
beautifully laid out or has more natu­ 
ral charm during the months given 
over to official and social life than 
W ashington. I hope one day to see it 
the recognized social center of the 
United States.”

Tile house also passed Senator Al­ 
derman’s bill limiting saloons to one 
for eneh 500 people.

In one place be says, 
referring to Mr. Taft’s course as so 
licitor general: 
He won an enviable reputation and suc­ 
ceeded to a remarkable degree in cornbin* 
lng entire fearlessness In stating and up­ 
holding his own convictions with the abil­ 
ity to avoid giving needless offense to 
those whose convictions differed from his. 
The combination of these qualities is rare. 
There are too many men in public as in 
private life who will not stand by their 
convictions in time of stress, and there 
are also not a few who, having the right 
fipnvlctlons and, the cQura.se ta stand, bv 


them, nevertheless put them forward in 
the most offensive manner—in the manner 
best fitted to prevent their becoming the 
convictions of any considerable number 
of their fellow countrymen. It Is one of 
Mr. Taft’s great gifts of usefulness that 
he possesses exactly this ability—the abil­ 
ity unflinchingly to stand by the Tight 
and yet to do it with the minimum of of­ 
fensiveness toward those who do not see 
m atters as clearly as he does.
